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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species I: The specifics being a liquid crystal display panel featuring a reflecting layer 
and three adhesive layers, one of the adhesive layers being a diffusion adhesive layer as depicted 
in Figure 1 and having the polarizer and optical retardation films mounted with respect to the 
same first substrate as proposed in claims 1-6. 

Species II: The specifics being a liquid crystal display panel featuring two optical 
retardation plates and a polarizer having particular orientation axes and ranges for retardation 
levels as depicted in Figure 7 and having the polarizer and optical retardation films mounted with 
respect to opposite substrates as proposed in claims 7-9. 

Independent claims 1 and 4 disclose embodiments having an arrangement of components 
which is mutually exclusive with the arrangement of components in the embodiment disclosed in 
claim 7, thus making restriction proper on the basis of clearly distinct inventions having distinct 
general inventive concepts.
